My esteemed Friend : 

I have arryved here inne London after a long, hard stage trip and will 
tell you something of the city, as you told me you hadde nevyre beyn inne 
London.

This sentiment has perhaps invaded 
the best of us, when, in the midst of depression or difficulty, we have seen 
something in nature and wished we had the power to convert ourselves into 
that object. Perhaps the reason that Keats expressed this idea in the poem 
was because of his ill-health. His love of the beautiful is seen, or rather, 
felt by the reference to the trees in summer and the brook in the jovial 
warmth of the sun. He does not paint that exact picture, but, by repre- 
senting them to us, frozen in the winter, and alluding to them as they are 
in summer, the feeling he gives us is perhaps stronger.

This is a poem of four stanzas, in a lyrical style. It is written to praise 
the song of a solitary girl who is working in the field and singing k4 as if 
her song could have no ending." But it does more than merely praise the 
song; it glorifies a girl who is doing a humble task, and makes her immortal 
for all time. This is a characteristic of Wordsworth ; he writes about any- 
thing that appeals to him, no matter how simple of bumble. 

But the most wonderful part of this poem is its exquisite music. The 
verse form itself suggests a song in the lyrical style, a continuous, steady 
flow of melody. The comparison he makes of the girls song cannot be 
read without the reader's hearing far-off music, more of heaven than of 
earth. The second stanza, in which the song is compared to that of a night- 



ingale, who pours forth her welcome to "weary bands of travellers in some 
shady haunt, among Arabian sands/' is especially musical. And the last 

"Breaking the silences of the seas 
Among the farthest Hebrides," 

tingle with faint music heard in a quiet, shady, sequestered spot. The third 
stanza brings as nearer home. "Plaintive numbers" and "old unhappy, 
far-off things" suggest a deep, sornorous lament. When Worthsworth 
Bays, "the maiden sang as if her song could have no ending," the words 
themselves cling to the melody, dragging it out as long as possible. The 
whole poem is haunting, ethereal music, which returns to the mind and 
sings itself to a person "long after it was heard no more."

I ►ear Bast High : 

The most striking Feature of Grinnell is the Women's Quadrangle, 
about which the life of the college centers. It is made up of six cottages, 
connected by a loggia. Each of these cottages luis its own living room and 
with its spacious fireplace, forms an ideal home for the study and good 
times of the girls. In Central Building is found the impressive dining 
hall, the Luxurious drawing room, the recreation hall, the infirmary and 
an attractive roof garden. It is in this building that the girls as a whole 
gather and thus in the Quadrangle a splendid democracy is developed. 

Another unusual feature of Grinnell is the plan of self-government. 
The Student Council has charge of all student problems and has authority 
to advise the faculty as to what action should be taken. In connection with 
the Student Council, there is the Woman's League, to which every college 
woman belongs, w hich has the power to regulate the life of the women at- 
tending college. This organization formulates rules of conduct, sees that 
they are adhered to, and in cases of infringement, metes out punishment. 
In this way the women of Grinnell make their own laws and regulate their 
own standards without faculty intereference. 

Another distinctive organization is the Women's Athletic Association. 
Each year several beautiful a Hairs are given under its auspices, among 
these being the Colonial Ball and the May Pageant. Another part of the 
work in charge of this body is the inter-class basketball tournament and 
the spring and fall out of door work in tennis, hockey, organized walking, 
and baseball. Thus the physical well being of the girls is ably cared for.

This is what the men are doing. The girls — well the girls are taking 
lied Cross work, giving benefit tens and trying to keep up their courage. 

Sentiment out here just now is rather against having the men enlist 
at once. The government officials have sent several letters to the university 
urging everyone to complete his course. They say that they are planning 
for a war which will last several years and during that time they will have 
need of graduates in different lines; they especially want the doctors, en- 
gineers, and chemists to finish their training. 

You might get the impression from all of this talk about war that Drake 
is wholly absorbed in it. However, along with military practice, we are 
being so frivolous as to be getting ready for our annual May Festival. 

East High is represented this year by about thirty alumni in Drake. 
When East High is mentioned we always let everyone know that that is 
the school which we come from. We hope that our number will be increased 
greatly next year when the members of your graduating class of 1917 en- 
roll.
